The failure of tnese 
direct negotiations, however, resulted in 
bringing intervention within a measura- 
ble distance. Foreign Secretary Lans- 
downe’s plea for-arbitration yesterday 
evening at a banquet has brought out a 
pointed suggestion to the United States 
and France that the time is approaching 
when the powers must take some ac- 
tion. 

Powers Look To Roosevelt. 

It can be definitely stated that Lord 
Lansdowne made his speech with full 
knowledge that Japan will not resent a 
proposition looking to peace from the 
three powers (the United States, France 
and Great Britain). There is a definite 
impression here that the initiative will 
come from President Roosevelt, though 
the action would be joint. It is mooted 
that Lord Lansdowne spoke so openly 
yesterday evening only because ne had 
good reason to believe that Mr. Roose- 
velt, if elected, contemplated making an 
effort to bring ‘the belligerents to discuss 
terms of peace. 

Lord Lansdowne’s remarks are held by 
these in his confluence to mean that 
whatever the United States may do in the 
matter. Great Britain will cooperate, 
ver in the.event of France not partici- 
pating. It is known, however, that Am- 

*bassador Cambon, who continues~ his 
work assiduously to bring about some 
wrrangéement. hopes for joint action by 
the three powers. 


Baron Hayashi Talks. 

In an interview regarding the forego- 
‘Ing.’ Baron Hayashi, the Japanese min- 
ister, said: “I should not be surprised 
to s¢e the three powers named, or two 
of them, take the action suggeste.. Ex- 
actly upon what basis of a settlement 
peace could be secured is as at present 
impossible to see, but there is not the 
slightest ‘doubt that combined petitions, 
especially if led by President Roosevelt, 
would have a far-reaching result be- 
tweer’ two countfies, one of which was 
thoroughly defeated. 

“ait Is comparatively easy to make 
peace in this case, as neither side is 
thoroughly defeated yet. The prospects 
for the success of fridndly intervention 
have vastiy increased. Since the com- 
mencement of the war, the two nations 
now respect each other to a degree 


tle. That mutua) respect is the most 
hopeful factor for peace. 

“Japan does not want to go on fight- 
ing forever. Yet, even with all the vic- 
tories won during this war, her states- 
men would render themselves liable to 
be most seriouciy misundersto.., espe- 
clally in Russia, if they openly suggst- 
ed in the name of humanity some meth- 
od whereby the war could be stopped. 
It would be altogether different. however, 
at this stage of the war should a friend- 
ly offer, prompted by that sense of hu- 
manity which Japan can not voice for 
fear of being misunderstood emanate from 
the United States and Great Britain, but 
nothing can be done until the fall of 
Port @rthur.”’ 

Baron Hayashi tIntimated that he 
thought that the fall of the fortress 
would not long be delayed, and added: 

“In the meantime, I have no doubt 
that the powers who are so willing to 
express their desire for peace will confi- 
dentially exchange views in the hope of 
arriving at some suggestion practicaj to 
both belligerents.”’

HARMAN SUED 
FOR BIGAMOUNT 


Charles Bucki Allecs Mil- 
lionaire Is Guilty ef 
B;each of Contract. 


New York, November !0.—Arthur Har- 
man, who formed the Ecuador Develop- 
ment Company and who built the rail- 
road from Guayaqull to Quito, under a 
contract with the government of Ecuador, 
has been sued by Charles L. Bucki for 
$50,650 for breach of contract. Bucki's 
home is in Florida. To bring about a 
speedy trial he assigned his claim 
against Harman to a friend, Harry M. 
Samson, who lives in South Nyack, Rock- 
land county. The suit was brought in 
the supreme court of that county to 
avoid the congestion of the Nyack courts, 
The case will probably be reached some 
time next week. 

Bucki alleges that he made an agree- 
ment with Smyth Harman in February, 
1902, to induce certain manufacturers to 
establish factories and mills along the line 
of the Quayaquil and Quito railroad in 
Ecuador. He alleged that his share of 
the profits was to be 12% per cent; Hat- 
man’s 25 per cent, He says he spent 
February, March, April and May, 1902, 
working on Harman’s scheme, He 
pledged a number of American capitalists 
and American manufacturers to investl- 
gate the possibilities of Ecuador. When 
the capitalists were ready to put money 
into South American industries Buckl 
says Harman went back on him. . 

Bucki claims that his share of the 
profits that did not materialize would 
have been $48,300. He adds to his claim 
$300 a month for his services and a Dill 
for his expenses in getting an outfit for 
a trip to Ecuador which he never took.

| tion. The patient is apt to have pain in 
his head, back and legs, loss of power in 
}arms and legs, drop-wrist and drop-foot, 
muscular wasting,™~ tenderness in the 
'muscles, tremor and sensory disturb- 
ances. The progress of the disease is 
usually slow, but it often ends with 
(delirium, hallunications or convulsions. 
| The mortality is from 3 to 50 per cent. 
Last year a Norwegian commission in- 
the disease because of its 
,frequent occurrence among sailors of 
/that nationality, and attributed it to 
/toxin poisoning from tainted vegetables 
‘or meat. A year and a half ago there 
|was an epidemic at Panama, where the 
cause was attributed variously to food, 
to a ‘special germ and to emanations 
from the soil. Sometimes it is caused 
by the toxins of typhoid fever or otuer 
infectious diseases. A careful scientiic 
investigation of the etiology of the dise 
ease is now being made in the Maiay 
peninsula and in India.

Republican Success Causes Ae- 
tivity About Custom House, 


There Will Be Any Number of Appli- 
cants for hederal Jobs—Many 
Have Held for Eight Years. 
Roosevelt Appointed 
Several Others. 


Fast in the wake of the republican vit- 
tory is the procession of the followers of 
Roosevelt, who are now wending their 
Way toward the big political plum tree 
that stands at the corner of Forsyth and 
Marietta streets and drops its fruit every 
four years in the offices of the federal 
building. | 

It wag currently reported around this 
republican stronghold yesterday that C. 
P. Goree. who ran against Colonel Lon 
Ijvingston for congressman from the 
fifth district, would like to secure the 
berth of United States attorney, now oc- 
cupied ty E. A. Angier. In his con- 
mection it was stated that Mr. Goree, 
while finally accepting the nomination 
for congressman, was, during the cam- 
paign, really running for the position of 
United States attorney. As further proof 
of this fact, it will be remembered that 
Mr. Goree at the time of his nomination, 
asked the committee for time to con- 
sider, and afterwards reported that on 
account of stress of professional duties 
he would not be ahle to make the race 
Finally, at a considerably later period, 
he reconsidered and entered the contest. 
The report yesterday was to the effect 
that if he made any kind of a showing, 
the appointment to the position of Unit- 
ed States attornev would follow as a re- 
ward for his gervices. 

For all of which reasons, Mr. Goree, 
according to his friends, now waits for 
the inauguration of President Roosevelt 
and watches the federa!] building while 
he waits. 

Mr. Angier was appointed to his pres- 
ent position during the Tirst term of 
President McKinley, nearly elght years 
ago. and there are several hungry re- 
publicans who claim that eight years is 
long enough ta satisfy any one.

ETTING RAMPANT 


Companies May Be Better Dis- 
tributed Over State, 


Numerous Applications fer Admis- 
sion to Military Service Are 
Made to the Governor—New 
Oontmany To Be Mustered 
In at Cordele. 


The military spirit seems to have be- 
come rampant in Georgia, judging by 
the numerous applications which Gov- 
ernor Terrell] and the adjutant general 
are receiving from various sections of 
the state for the admission of new cOm- 
panies. 

More than a dozen small towns in 
Georgia have made applications within 
the last month or six weeks for the ad- 
mission of companies into the state ser- 
vice, some of the more recent ones being 
Calhoun, High Shoals, Flowery Branch 
and Cornelia, all of these being in the 
northern part of the state where there 
has never been any fear of race troubles 
to amount to anything. 

But there are only about three vacan- 
cles, so there is not room enough for all, 
Under the present law only sixty whife 
infantry companies are permitted in the 
State service, this number making five 
regiments. Three new companies, it is 
said, will complete this number until 
other vacancies are made by the mus- 
tering out of companies now in the ser- 
vice. 

Following close upon the admission of 
anew company of infantry at Moultrie, 
Colquitt county, the Moultrie Rifles, Gov- 
ernor Terrell yesterday authorized the ad-

In a new company at Cordele, Dooly 
county. It has not yet been decided 
whether the Cordele company will be at- 
tached to the Second or the Fourth in- 
fantry regiment. 

Military Is Congested. 

There is a general opinion among the 
military officials of the state that the 
militia companies are now too much con- 
gested, particularly in the two large 
cities, Atlanta and Savannah. It is claim- 


ed that the result of this concentration of 


companies is the enlistment of much un- 
desirable material in the effort to keep 
the enlisted strength of the numereus 
city cOmpanies up to a maximum. On the 
other hand in the smaller towas, it is 
said, where only one company is located, 
the best class of young men is enlisted. 

Along this line a well-known military 
Officer cited the fact that there were 
numerous complaints of the Sgqcond pro- 
visional regiment at Manassas, this regi- 
ment being composed of companies from 
Atlanta ang Savannah, while not one 
word of criticism was passed upon the 
First provisional regiment, which was 
composed of companies from the smaller 
towns of the state. 

While nothing has been said about the 
policy to be pursued in the matter, the 
indications are that effort will be made 
to cut down the number of companies of 
infantry both in Atlanta and Savannah, 


and to distribute the infantry companies 


more generally over the state. As long, 
however, as the present commands come 
up to the required standard of efficiency 
there is no apparent way by which this 
Can be done. It is ovident, however, that 
it will be well for the companies in these 
cities to toe the mark, if they desire to 
maintain their organization. 

The manifest desire on the part of 


many sections of the state to secure mill- 


tary companies it not due, it is stated, 
to any fear of race troubles, for many 
of the applications come from sections 
where few but white people reside, and 
nearly all of them from counties where 
trouble of this kind has never been 
known. It Is believed to be due, there- 
fore, purely to a military spirit,
